To  showyou  that  fcheall-wise  Creator  infcemled 

mankind  t<>  live  out  his  allotted  time,  three  scoro 

aud  ten  years,  give  us  your  attention  for  a  few 

moments.     In  the  first  place  Gou  created  the 

ktavens  and  the  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in 

them  is  ;  the  dry  land  and  all  thereon.     All 

this  was  intended  for  man  whom  he  croatod 

last.     Now  the  land  which  was  made  for  man's 

use  is  but  sparsely  peopled,  not  more  thanono- 

thousandtli  part  being  cultivated,  while  it  has 

been     shown      that       one      mile      of      land 

properly      cultivated,       will      sustain      one 

thousand     human     beings.     This     being    the 

caae,    why  is  it  that  there  are  less  than  qne 

thousand  millions  of  people  in  the  worM.     The 

•vnswer  is  obvious.     By  our  evil  passions  we  go 

to  war,  and  kill  a  great  many.      By  breaking 

nature's  laws,  we  k^H  ourselves,  and  more  than 

all,   by  neglecting  the  warning  which  nature 

always  gives  at  the  approach  of  disea^,  to  take 

medicine  which  will  ward  it  off. 

To  show  what  can  be  done  with  one  acre  of 

land  by  those  viho  understand  its  cultivation, 

let  us  illustrate.     A  French  gardener,  who  liad 

one  acre  of  land;  and  was  an  intelligent  man, 

made  a  study  of  the  chemistry  of  hia  land  (for 

the  Boil  is  either  made  up  of  loam  or  fertilizers, 

uaid  is  purely  a  chemical  product.)

What  Mm 
land  did  not  have,  he  supplied  artifioiAUy.     H» 
covered   his  acre  with  a  glass  roof,  and  ran 
pipes  under  the  ground,  supplied  with  steam 
from  a  small  boiler,  which  gave  the  necosaary 
warmth,  and  hia  roof  l>euig  movable,  ho  oould 
lot  in  tlie  rain,  and  wh.on  t«o*ry,   he  irrigated 
it   by   artitioial   means.      lli«  lanil,    which  At 
first  was  barren,  in  two  years  timo  produced 
more  crops  thai*  any  of  our  fanners  get  from 
one  hi   idred  acres.     Besides   this,   aJfter  the 
first  two  years,  his  joil,  by  reason  of  his  added 
fertilizers,  increased  so  that  every  yea?  he  had 
consider^e  soil  to  sell.      Many  gardeners  in 
Franco  vMi  start  a  garden  on  eaith  as  barren 
as  an  asi)lialt  pavement,  and  in  a  few  yofura  will 
make   it  a  blu(m\ing  ainl  luxuriant  ep<jt.     All 
Uii«  rfc!([uires  labor,"  without  whicli,   however, 
nothing  of  value  can  bo  obtained  in  any  direc- 
tion.    There  are  many  small  tenement  farmers 
in  Ireland,  who  with  the  aid  of  their  families, 
carry  the  eoil  to  cover  a  barren  rocl,  and  in  » 
few  years  will  pro<luce  :;  good  crop.     In  tha 
old  country,  there  are  few  large  fai-ms  as  com- 
pared with  those  of  this  country,  and  many 
farmers  are  rich  with  two  acres.       But  then 
nothing  goes  to  waste.     Everything  which  will 
enrich  the  soil  is  carefully  saved  and  added. 
There  is  one  English  gardener,  whose  e:q>eri- 
cnce  we  have  before  us  as  we  write,  who  pro- 
duced and  sold  from  one  acre  of  land,  ^5,000.(W 
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worth  of  mu«hroonin.  In  view  of  thtso  ca|Mvbi- 
Hties  of  the  earth,  when  nmn  obeys  the  Divine 
comniAnd,  "  in  the  sweat  of  thy  brow  shalt 
thou  eat  bread,"  ia  it  not  evident  that  our 
Creator  dooa  not  bring  into  the  worhl  three  score 
souls  to  every  ftdidt  deatli,  that  they  Hhould 
perii^  I.  It  wovikrlie  uionatrous  to  beheve  tliat 
God  brings  so  many  infants  into  the  wurUl  te» 
die  >>eforo  nuitnrit,/,  as  do  two-thirds  of  all  that 
are  born,  fto,  He  intends  every  soul  born  to 
live  the  allottcxl  three  score  and  ten  years  ;  and 
were  it  not  for  the  evils  wIucIj  human  kind 
bring  upon  thenisolves,  and  tlieir  pwtgeny,  tlie 
world  would  bo  fully  inhabited.  g|
